Rule 13,2, diey lack the same or corresponding special technical features for the followhig reasons:

37 CFR 1.475 states that if an application contains claims to "more or less than one of the combmation of 
categories of invention set forth hi paragraph (recited above), unity of invention might not be present. Since the first method and the 
first composition, categorized by a single category of invention, have already been grouped together, die additional composition would 
lack unity of invention as bemg drawn to an additional category. Additionally, die two compositions would lack unity of invention as 
die special technical feature critical to die invemion, diat is the SEQ ID Number, is not shared between die two compositions, as their 
sequences are clearly different (pages 31 and 35). 
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
